Washington, Dec. 9.—Viewing with 
alarm the steadily dwindling- bitumin- 
ous, coal supply, due to the miners' 
strike, Fuel Administrator Garfield, by 
an order', last night, restored for the 
entire nation most of the drastic re- 
strictions on lighting and heating, which 
were in effect during .the coal shortage 
Of 1917-18.;

Mysterious Telephone Call 


Tips Off Plot to Enter 
Bank"-— Robbers 'Were 
Striking Steel Workers, 
All Foreigners. 


Orwell, Ohio, Dec. 9.—iTwo bandies 


were killed, a third was injured and a 
fourth made a successful escape when 
Sheriff R. C. Eldred > and five deputies 
prevented a robbery of the Orwell Bank- 
ing- Company's bank here about 1 o'clock 
this morning. 


The two dead bandits are Steve An- 


drews'*, 20, and John Zneskgki, 25. 
The 


wounded man, now lodged in the county 
jail at Jefferson is Joe Bouruzackitz, 22. 


" T h e man who got away is John Boren- 


ski, 23, according to a statement said 
to have been made to. authorities at 
the county jail by\the captured man. 


The four bandits were employes of a 


steel mill in'-Pittsburgh, who were out 
on strike. They came here last night in 
an automobile. 


According to the story told by Eor- 


uzakitz, they left Pittsburgh with the 
intention of going to Orrville, Ohio to 
rob a bank. By mistake, he said-, they 
werit to Orwell. 


The bandits:were "caught red lianded" 


by Sheriff Eldred and his crowd, the 
two men being killed and the third 
wounded when they ran "from the bank, 
after a shot had signalled them that 
the officers were on their trail. 


The bodies • of the dead bandits are 


in a morgue in this village. The wound- 
ed man is in the county jail and prob- 
ably vwill. "recover from-his injuries. The 
automobile in-which the four made the 
trip was taken .by the sheriff and is at 
Jefferson.

Last-Thursday night, when Sheriff El- 


'•' tired was giving:, a dinner party, to a 


group "of his friends at his home in Jef- 
ferson, he received a long distance tele- 
phone call, and a voice at., the other 
end said: 


"There is a bunch going- to rob the 


Orwell bank tonight." 
The message 


was said to have come from Wooster. 
Sheriff .Eldred'. attempted to run down 
the. source of the call, but was unable 
to do so. -He began at once, however, 
to watch the. Orwell bank ami the re- 
sult of his watchful, waiting policy was 
the affair of early this morning. 


The sheriff with his regular .deputies. 


H. D. Hahnum .and" L. D. Moury. and 
five others sworn in especially for the 
occasion went to Orwell last night to 
•watch the bank. .They "camped out" 
near the institutio na.nd .watched the 
men jimmy open a window and enter 
the bank. 
They- heard them apply a 


drill, to the vault. They had left one 
of their number on, the outside and in 
some manner one of the sheriff's crowd 
firecl a shot at him which attracted the 
bandits, to the outside. When they saw 
the officers they ran. The officers yelled 
"halt" and when the bandits refuser! to 
d.o so they opened fire, 
ivas slightly -wounded.

out experts to look for deposits of 
the metal, and the most productive 
antimony mine that we now have in 
this country was located by the help 
of a badger, earth thrown out of the 
creature's burrow showing a glint of 
the precious stuff. 


TNT Wins Contest With Dynamite. 
A contest was recently staged be- 


tween 40 per cent dynamite and trini- 
trotoluene, and the latter wou, says 
the Scientific American. 
Two con- 


crete piers had to be blasted out and 
this gave an opportunity for a com- 
parative test of the two explosives, 
with the result that 14.9 cubic feet 
of concrete were removed per pound 
of T!NT, and only 14.1 per pound of 
dynamite. 


TNT is no doubt destined to be 


used extensively in engineering work, 
as it is less sensitive than dynamite, 
but greater precautions must be taken 
to ventilate after a shot, owin^ to the 
large amount of carbon monoxide 
which is> one of the principal products 
of combustion. 


More Than Master of Languages. 
Wilfred Stevens, one of the chief 


translators of the state department 
at Washington, speaks 33 langauges, 
although he has never been outside 
of the United States and has never 
been to college. 
One of the lan- 


guages is an invention of his own, 
which he says is an improvement over 
Esperanto. 
Among his list of lan- 


guages are Chinese, Japanese, Persian, 
Turkish, Armenian, Arabian, Bulga- 
rian, 
Croatian, 
Russian, German, 


Portuguese, French, Spanish, Italian, 
Yiddish, Swedish, Norwegian, Dutch, 
Hungarian, Finnish, Ancient Greek, 
Latin, Hebrew, Polish and Roumanian. 
He has also mastered three so-called 
universal languages—Esperanto, IcTo 
and TJfono, the latter his own idea.— 
Detroit News. 


For Repairing Punctured Hulls. 
The cement for repairing apertures 


in submerged ships of a Cardiff pat- 
entee consists of five parts by weight 
of crude rubber dissolved in naphtha, 
three of rosin, two of white lead, nine 
of coal pitch, and one-fourth part of 
shellac. 
The heated mixture is used 


for cementing metal surfaces and may 
be applied to cloth to form an adhe- 
sive patch. 
The material may be 


thinned with naphtha, when it is suit- 
able for paint.

indicates that a similarity of finger 
prints among member* of a family is 
sufficiently marked to enable scientists 
to trace family groups and determine 
positively whether a jiiven individual 
is really a member of the family to 
which he claims relationship. 


The importance of the discovery iu 


probate cases such as the Slingsby case 
is obvious. 


Should Dr. Larson's new discovery 


be accepted by law and science, the 
Slingsby t decision may be reversed, as 
well as many other analogous cases. 


Dr. Larson's Investigations began in 


191 o at the Boston university. 


"Since that time I have examined 


prints of members of approximately 
100 families," he said, "and I am satis- 
fied in my own ' miud that such a 
means of identification is possible. I 
aia preparing detailed reports of my 
work now in order that science may 
be benefited by my discovery. Before 
I complete this, however, I expect to 
investigate the prints of fifteen or 
twenty additional families so as to re- 
move all doubt as to ihe accuracy of 
my discovery."—San Francisco Chron- 
icle. 


AMBER FORMED BENEATH SEA 


Natural Resin of Pines Turned Into 


Precious Material by the Action 


of the Elements. 


* The world's supply of amber, that 
rare and therefore precious substance, 
the "gold of the north," as it has been 
called, conies from the coast of Sam- 
land in the eastern Prussian penin- 
sula, between the towns of Burstrort 
and Palmnicken, and here the shafts 
of a famous mine,run out tinder the 
Baltic and the miners are actually 
working under water. Ages ago the 
country was a land of pine forests 
which the ocean overwhelmed; the 
pine trees vanished beneath the sur- 
face of the sea, and. then, century by 
century, the Avood became fossilized 
and the natural resin of the pines was 
turned into amber. 
Millions of years 


were needed to transform the resin 
into amber, and the search for amber 
has developed romantic and picturesque 
episodes like those that have become 
part and parcel of the story of gold 
and diamonds. An amber mine, how- 
ever, is not necessarily under water, 
and there is an open-nir mine at Palm- 
nicken where amber is dug for in much 
the same way as diamonds are sought 
in the mines of Kimberley.

A story -i» told of Mendelssohn to 


the effect that the charming arpeggio 
figure In the Spring song of bis "Song 
Without Words," ^came to him on a 
day when he played with his children 
at the piano, and allowed them to 
catch his hnnds, as they wandered 
over the keys; and it Is a fact that 
many of our most beautiful musical 
productions owe their origin "to extem- 
porizing on the piano. 


This is not to be wondered at for 


many of our greatest musicians have 
poured out their hemt's» deepe«t feel- 
ings as their fingers have flitted, in a 
desultory fashion, o\cr the keys, pro- 
ducing corresponding notes and chords 
to their ever-changing moods; finding 
at the keyboard a -vent for their in- 
most thoughts and desires, often meet- 
ing with that triumphant response that 
time can never dimmish. 


We can see in the works of Chopin 


and Schumann a proof that in the 
piano is the origin of many of their 
most beautiful productions, while in 
the great symphonies of the old mas- 
ters tjieir shape, form, and color liave 
been gained at the piano where their 
fingers "wandered idly over the noisy 
keys." 


Tin? is not so hard to understand 


when we consider that the method of 
composing a melody is, in essence, but 
the picking out and, assimilating some 
melodic tune to which the harmony is 
afterward added. From this primitive 
instinct is ultimately pioduced the im 
"mortal tone pictures of the great mu 
sicians.

Big Devilfish a Victim of the Colonel's 


Love of Sport, Either on 


Sea or Land. 


The fame of the late Col. Theodore 


Roosevelt as a big-game hunter is well 
known, but lie was equally as adept at 
killing big fish of the sea, according to 
Russell J, Coles, noted big-fish killer. 
Attracted, by one of Coles' articles 
about killing the devilfish, the colonel 
appealed to him for instruction in the 
art After taking several land lessons, 
using a rpear-with which he saw 
African kill a lion, lie finally became 
expert, and Mr. Coles formed a party 
to hunt the devilfish off the coast of 
Florida, in Punta Gorda,. March 2f>, 
1917. There the colonel killed his first 
devilfish, hitting the Imge creature, 
which weighed many tons, -just two 
inches from the spot indicated on a 
drawing by Coles, and driving the 
'spear'two feet four inches through the 
heaviest and boniest structure. of the 
fish.
